BROOKLYN, January 24.— Matters were 
comparatively quiet on the Tard and 
Fitth- avenue roads today. The wires be- 
tween Sixty-fifth and Sixty-sixth streets 
were cut off after midnight, and as a con- 
sequence, the electric lights in the depot 
went out, leaving Capt. Thorne and his 
detachment of tae Twenty-third t 
in total darkness. The wires were not re- 
paired until 10 o’clock, when traffic was re- 
sumed, and at midday sixteen cars were 
running as against twenty yesterday. The 
foreman said that he was unable to ope- 
rate @ greater number, as some of the new 


During the night and early morning the 


| full strength of the Twenty-third Regi- 


ment, with the exception of Cos. F, G and 
H, was placed on duty along the road to 
Flatbush avenue. 

At 11 o'clock the police on duty at 
Twenty-fifth street and Third avenue had 
a lively time in putting an end to a riot 
which had broken out there. About sev. 
enty persons collected at this point and 
jeered the soldiers who were under arms 
there. The mob continued increasing, un- 
til noon, when a stone was hurled by one 


‘| of the crowd, striking a policeman. This 


was followed by several others, and then 
the police and militia charged. The mob

The police arrested John: Tigh, Chartes 
Burke and Stephen Gannon.

At Twentieth street and Ninth avenue, 
the strikers during last night cut the feed 
wires, return wires and support wires as 
far as Flatbush avenue, a distance of over 
a mile. The feed wire in Twentieth street, 
between Seventh and Eighth avenues, was 
also destroyed. The wires at Fifteenth 
street and Second avenue were cut down 
early in the nrorning. A number of trol- 
ley-cars stood at Ninth avenue and were 
wrecked and rendered unfit for use. 

The most serious attempt to prevent 
the running of cars over the Third-avenue 
line was made at Sixty-fifth street and 
Third avenue, where a plot to burn out 
the dynamos in the depot was nearly suc- 
cessful. It was evidently the work of 
skilled electricians. The wires were cut 
and guy-ropes were attached to them by 
which they were drawn down and grounded 
on the posts of the elevated road. The 
scheme, however, was discovered in time 
to frustrate the plan. The linemen on all 
the Atlantic cars struck. This act and 
the lack of passengers prevented them 
from running cars on Eighth and Ninth 
avenues and Nineteenth street all day. 
The militia in the various depots ex- 
pressed themselves as fairly well satisfied 
| with their treatment, but all appeared. de- 
sirous that the strike would soon ter- 
minate and allow them to return to their 
homes.

BROOKLYN, Jan. 24. -—Jpstice Gaynor of 
the Supreme Court handed down a decision 
today on the application of Joseph Lease 
for a mandamus to compe! the Brookivn 
Heights railroad to operate its cats if 
sufficient number to accommodate the p 
lic on the Fulton-street District, Putnag 
avenue, Green and Gates and Temmen 
avenue lines. 

Loade, upon whose application the writ 
of mandamus is issued, is a merchant. He 
alleges that his business suffers by reason 
the failure of the company to operate 
its lines. Judge Gaynor will hear counsel 
tomorrow on the question whether the writ 
shall be peremptory or alternate. ce

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—The. Republi- 
can Senators Will held a caucus in Sena- 
tor Shermah’s eommilttee-room, which has 
been called for the purpose of considering 
various questions likely to be before the 
Senate.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 24.—(Special Dis- 
patch:) There is much comment here over 
the actual ownership of the cruiser Es- 
meralda, which may before this have taken 
an active part in Hawaiian affairs. It 
leaked out today that several private fet- 
ters about her had been received here. 
These letters all gave the rumor that she 
had really been purchased by the Royal- 
ists, and that when the steamer Alameda 
had gone she would show her true colors. 
The Royalists are. known to have plenty 
of money, and there is fairly good ground 
for belief that old Claus Spreckels is be- 
hind them as a financial backer. 

The captain of the Esmeralda said the 
vessel had been bought by Ecuador, but 
the impression in Honolulu was that she 
had been purchased by the Japanese gov- 
ernment and had called at Honolulu in 
order to aid the 25,000 Japanese coolies in 
their ambition to control the government. 
The Ecuadoran Consul here said that he 
had no advices that the Hsmeralda would 
come to San Francisco, and the Japanese 
Consul knows nothing regarding the pur- 
chase of the vessel by his government. 
Those who know Houador best laugh at 
the idea of her buying the cruiser. 

„The smeralda, said Vice-Hawaiian 
Consul John F. Soper, “‘went into Honolulu 
flying the flag of Ecuador, but the general 
impression was that she had been bought 
for the Japanese navy. She was out of 
commission at the time, so she neither 
fired. nor received “a salute. She" was 
manned by Peruvians and Chileans. Re- 
garding her we have received nothing of- 
ficial, but the impression, even among 
high government officials in Honolulu, is 
that she has been bought by the Royalists. 

“Were this the case, the Esmeralda 
would have things pretty much her own 
way in the harbor, as she was the only 
war vessel in port. If she shelled the 
town, the property of the Royalists would 
be injured as well as that of the govern- 
ment people. Would the government sur- 
render? No; the trodps would fight to 
the last ditch, and I doubt if the force on 
the Esmeralda could do much on shore.“ 

The Japanese and Ecuadoran Consuls here 
know nothing of the purchase of the vessel, 
but the Japanese Consul said that the trade : 
might have been made at Washington be- 
tween the representatives of the two gov- 
ernments. If the vessel is bound for San 
Francisco, he said that would show that 
Japan had not. bought ber, as the Japan; 
ese would have sent her straight to the 
seat of war. The Esmeralda achieved con- 
siderable prominence during the Chilean | 
revolutién. She was the consort of the in- 
surgent steamer Itata, sent to San Diego 
to take arms and ammunition from the 
schooner Robert and Minnie. The Itata 
was seized, but ran away. The Charleston 
was sent after the steamer and the two 
cruisers met and came near having an 
engagement. The Itata was overhauled 
at Iquique by the Charleston and taken 
dack to San Diego.

EXPERT TESTIMONY AS 10 PEARL 

HARBOR. 


WASHINGTON, January 24.—Complying | 
with a resolution of the Senate, the acting 
Secretary of the Navy sent reports of a 
preliminary survey of Pearl Harbor, com- 
menced last April by Rear-Admiral Irwin, 
then commanding the Pacific station, and 
completed by Rear-Admiral Walker, who 
succeeded him. 

Rear-Admiral Irwin submits that the ac- 
quirement of a naval station Rng the Ha- 
wallan Islands is necessary to give our 
government the command of the Pacific. 
Not simply a coaling station, but a navy- 
yard is needed and the positions com- 
manding the bar at Pearl Harbor should 
be strongly fortified and a perfect torpedo 
system completed. The real admiral sub- 
mits a report made by Lieut. Adams, who 
says that in his opinion, from the éxperi- 
ence in sounding on Pearl Harbor, a 
dredge could clear a thannel through the 
bar, giving a depth of thirty-one‘ feet at 
low water without ahy great difficulty. The 
latter thinks the previous estimated cost 
of 8 channels have been much too

A FINANCIAL WRECK.

NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—The World this 
morning says that the men who squan- 
dered the $1,500,000 cash capital and sur- 
plus of the American Casualty Insurance 
and Security Company will have to answer 
to the criminal law, The collapse of this 
company, with liabilities exceeding its 
assets by over $2,000,000, was one of the 
most astounding financial events that have 
made the past two years notable. Four of 
the men who were most directly connected 
with the wrecking of the company have 
been indicted by the grand jury. The men 
are Col. Henry B. Beecher, William B. 
Midgley, Vincent R. Schenck and John W. 
Taylor. Midgley is now in the Tombs. He 
was arrested on December 14 on a charge 
of fraudulently transferring a check for 
$21,000 and was placed under 320,000 bail. 

The men indicted were the members of 
the bankrupt firm of Beecher, Schenck & 
Co. This firm acted in a corporate capac- 
ity as the general manager of the business 
of the American Casuality Insurance and 
Security Company. Col. Henry B. Beecher, 
a son of the preacher, was a director of 
the American Company, and William 
Midgley, another member of the firm, was. 
the president of the American Casualty 
Insurance and Security Company. All the 
reports that have been made public by 
those who attempted to reorganize the 
defunct American Casualty Insurance and 
Security Company and by the receiver, 
later appointed, have placed the responsi- 
bility upon this firm, alleging that the 
firm in its capacity as general manager 
had, as Gen. Henry W. Slocum expressed 
it, ‘neglected, if not betrayed“ the Amer- 
ican Casualty Insurance and Security Com- 


pany,

ELECTION LAW AMENDMENT. 


Senator Smith has introduced a bill. 
to amend the Political Code. It pro- 
vides, among other things, for a com- 
plete registration of all voters in euch 
even-numbered year, or once in every 
two years, such registration to begin 
on the first day of August and con- 
tinue to and including the last day of 
September. This provision does not 
apply to the city and county of San 
Francisco, though it is not apparent 
why an exception should be made as 
regards that locality. 

The bill further provides that, in cit- 
les or towns of over 1500 inhabitants, 
the place of residence must be given 
by street and number; also that an 
elector may make affidavit before a 
justice of the peace, as well as before 
the clerk in and for the county in 
which residence is claimed, and that 
such affidavit shall be signed.in du- 
plicate by said elector. 

ei clerk is required, within fif- 

teen days after the last day of regis 
tration, to arrange the affidavits of 
registration for each precinct alpha- 
betically, by surnames, and number 
the same, beginning with one in each 
case, and bind the same, or cause 
them to be bound, into a book, by fas-- 
tening the left-hand edges together 
with a staple, wire, thread, or other 
suitable material. The duplicate’ affi- 
davits of registration are to be treated 
in the same manner. 

The clerk is further required to pre- 
pare an index to each book within 
after the binding of the 
same, which index is to contain the 
names and · their numbers, as they ap- 
pear in the book, and not less than 
twenty-five copies of the index are 00 
be printed. The clerk is also requixed 
to transmit and cause to be delivered, 
before the day of election to the board 
of election in each precinct, one of 
sueh books of affidavits of er 
which shall constitute the regi 
be used at the election. Five copies 
of the index are to be delivered to the 
board of election at the same time, 

These are the chief provisions of 
Senator Smith’s bill, which contains 
other coròllary features designed to 
remedy some of the defects of the 


present law governing elections. The 


measure appears to be very good, so 
far as it goes; but what is most needed 
is an amendment regulating the count- 
ing of the votes, after they have been 
cast, and for recounting the ballots, if 
necessary, in cases where there is rea- 
son to believe that great frauds have 
been committed. In this connection, it 
would be well to provide for duplicate 
ballot-boxes, and for beginning the 
count while the election is still in prog- 
ress. By this method greater accu- 
racy could be assured, and, as The 
Times has heretofore pointed out, the 


result of an election could be made 


known soon after the polls were 
closed. In cities and villages, from 
one to three hours should suffice to 
complete the count, under this system, 

while the compilation of the returns 


from country districts would be 


greatly facilitated. This system is in

Japanese heads have been greatly 
enlarged by the ease with which the 
Chinese armieg, with their barbarous’ 
and out-of-date methods of warfare, 
have been defeated.

President Dole comes of Puritan 
stock the sort of men who go to bat- 
tle with a prayer-book in one hand 
and a musket in the other—and his 
supporters are largely composed of 
the same sturdy stuff. Moreover, if 
the Japanese should attempt to take 
possession of the islands, Uncle Sam 
would virtually be compelled to 
take a hand in the game. Even Jap- 
anese conceit would hardly dare op- 
pose itself to United States authority. 


Statistics collected by the Agricul- 
tural Department at Washington, con- 
sisting partly of official statements and 
partly of estimates, show that wheat 
production for the past year, in Rus- 
sia, Great Britain, France, Germany, 
Roumania, Italy and the United 
States, aggregated about 1,441,000,000

To Detect Bad Milk. 


| TESTING APPARATUS IN THE HEALTH 


DEPARTMENT. 

Health Officer Powers has installed in 
the health department apparatus for mak- 
ing tests of milk and has made a good start 
toward a systematic inspection of milk of- 
fered for sale within the city, such as will 
be likely to ralse the standard of quality of 


the lac fluid consumed by residents. 

It will remembered that last. August 
the City Council, on recommendation of the 
Board of Health, adopted an ordinance pro- 


viding among other things for milk inspec- 
tion, or more properly regulating the qual- 
ity of milk offered for sale within the city. 

The ordinance requires that milk shall 
have a specific gravity of not less than 
1028, an amount of solids not. less than 12 
per cent., an amount of cream by volume 
of not less than 8 per cent., and shall not 
contain more than 88 per cent. of water. 

In order to ascertain whether any given 
sample of milk complies with the ordinance 
it is requisite that proper facilities be pro- 
vided for testing it, and for ths purpose 
the Health Officer has set apart a small 
room in the attic of the City Hall. This 
room is provided with water, a sink, an in- 
expensive heating apparatus and a few ar- 
ticles used for making tests. 

There are glass jars of the right size to 
fit in a valise, and one of these filled ‘con- 
tains sufficient of the liquid to make a 
satisfactory test. 

First the milk is put in a glass jar and a 
therm r constructed of glass is intro- 
duced. he temperature having been as- 
certained, a lactometer is inserted. The 
specific gravity of the liquid having been 
determined, the standard gravity is com- 
puted by taking into account the tempera- 
tume at the time of making the test. By 
means of a Babcock tester the percentage 
of butter fat is found, and by means of an 
evaporating arrangement the proportion of 
solid matter is learned. : 

The tests thus far made show that most 
of the milk which is being sold is of a 
quality above the requirements, although 
in a number of instances the quality has 
fallen below. 

The apparatus which has been purchased 
not provide for bacteriological exam 
on.

TESTS OF CEMENT USED ON STREET 

WORK. 
An arrangement has been made between 
the Street Superintendent and City En- 
gineer whereby the latter officer is to make 
tests of the cement. used in street work 
for sewers, concrete bases and sidewalks. 

The street law under which the Street 
Superintendent acts places the power of 
judging as to the quality of the work done 
in his hands after it has been commenced. 
As the testing of the cement used is 
something that more properly belongs to 
the City Engineer, an arrangement to 
have him do it has been made. 

It is the intention at the outset of each 
piece of street work to request the con- 
tractor to furnish a sample of the cement 
he proposes to use. A test will be made 
of such sample, and the inspectors em- 
ployed by the Street Superintendent will 
at any time have the privilege of taking 
samples from the cement actually in use 
on the work.

such cement as will stand the proper test.

THE SHOBMAKER-AOCKER DAMAGE

The trial of the damage suit of R. H. 
Shoemaker, Jr., vs. David D. Acker was 
commenced before Judge York and a jury 
in Department Three yesterday afternoon, 
but was not concluded, and will be taken 
up again this morning. 

The facts in the case as shown by the 
pleadings are briefly as follows: On Octo- 
ber 4, 1892, Acker and Shoemaker entered 
into an agreement, by the terms of which 
it was agreed that the former should in- 
vest some $5000 or $6000 In unimproved 
lands, furnish the necessary funds for 
the purchase of lemon and orange trees, 
implements, etc., and pay Shoemaker $780 
per annum to manage, care for, and culti- 
vate and improve the place. At the end 
of a certain time all the profits accruing 
from the ranch were to be equally divided 
among them. On November 22, 1892, Acker 
purchased 110 acres of land at The Palms, 
and Shoemaker at once assumed his duties. 
Seventy acres of the land were planted 
and cultivated, and the remaining 40 acres 
would have been had not Acker dis- 
charged Shoemak*r and annulled their 
contract. As the property is now esti- 
mated to ‘be worth $70,000, Shoemaker 
claims $35,000 as his share of the profits. 

Acker, on the other hand, insists that 
Shoemaker violated his contract because 
it called upon him to devote his whole time 
and attention to the ranch, whereas he fre- 
quently left there at noon on Saturday and 
remained away until Monday. He also 
avers that Shoemaker represented him- 
self to be an expert, dut that sub- 
sequent developments proved that he 
knew very little about the planting 
of trees.

The Chinese quarter was gayly illumined 
last night, and the heathens’ New Year 
festivities are now in full blast. Their 
New Year begins today, January 25, by 
ordinary calendar, but as they regulate 
their months entirely by the moon, the 
day of celébration varies, some Years con- 
taining more or less than twelve months. 

The celebration is not as brilliant as 
many previous ones; they say it is be- 
cause they are as hard strapped for the 
needfiil as their white brethren, but a

The claws are fastened 
in the cloth. The field is of fine, yellow 
silk, bordered on two outer sides by 
red, the inside being of a light-brown hue. 

Within, the altar before ‘which the 
heathen adore the joss, five figures repre- 
senting Several branches of godly govern- 
ment—peace, , tathine, pestilence, love, 
or anything else the heathen mind prefers 
—the decorations are a sight. Besides the 
massive carved wood allegories and the 
ordinary flashy trimmings there is a splen- 
did silk and gold parasol of gigantic size— 
the Kwong Lo Guey of imperial state cere- 
mony (the emperor is the descendant of 
the gods.) Punks add their odor to the 
pungent sandalwood, and highly-spiced 
candies light the gloom. The constantly- 
burning taper floats in its oil, and is “ig 
fully ed by the attendant priest. 
Two magnificent candles covered with 
waxen flowers stand in the midst of the 
cooked food offerings and fruit. They rep- 
resent a cost of $20 each, and the joss will 
consume them at the end of the celebra- 
tion, Chinese lities are everywhere, ; 
péacock feathers are as numerous.

The Emperor Nicholas of Russia re-

OIL-BURNING LOCOMOTIVES ei D 
ELECTRICITY. 


SAN DIEGO, Jan. 24.— (Special 
spondence.) General Manager K. H. Wade 
of the Southern California Railway, 
talking to the Times correspondent about 
his experiments in burning oil in locomo- 
tives, expressed himself as highly pleased 
with the success of the experiments thus 
far. One of the passenger engines now 
operated with oil fuel runs 200 miles daily 
with pleasing regularity. The practical 
experience being acquired by Manager 
Wade and his assistants in these experi- 
wents promises to be of large benefit to 


the railread world, and to possibly revo- | 


lutionize, in a measure, the transportation 


problem, because the large reduction in 


the price of oil fuel as compared with that 


of coal is the fundamental factor connected 


with the success of the favorable experi- 
ments now in hand. Manager Wade is 
specially pleased at*the promising pros- 
pect for oil fuel because, in the event of 
its general use on his road, it will result 
in keeping in Southern California a large 
amount of money which is now sent to 
Australia and other foreign countries for 
coal. It has been the experience of Man- 
ager Wade that the more money a railway 
can distribute for its necessities among the 
people along the line of the road the 
greater is the prosperity of that railway 
likely to be. 

In the opinion of this able railroad man- 
ager, ee is the coming power which 
will be adopted by rafiroads of the world 
sooner or ar. In substantiation of this 
belief he referred to the mighty electric 
locomotive of 1200 horse-power now nearly 
completed, which is to haul the trains of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad through 
the city of Baltimore. This powerful lo- 
comotive is to be composed of two four- 
wheel trucks and has a 300 horse-power 
motor on each axle; and when completed 
is to weigh ninety-five tons. While ca- 
pable of making a speed’ of fifty miles an 
hour while running light, it will probably 
be run at only thirty miles with half a 
load, and fifteen with a full load. It is 
designed, however, to handle quite as 
heavy trains as the best steam locomotives. 
One truck, which is finished, was recently 
tésted at the manufactory at Schenectady, 
N. T. Being connected with a good-sized 
New York Central engine, the two were 
set to work, pulling against h other. 
The electric truck, although only half as 
powerful as the machine of which it is 
to form a part, weighed slightly more than 
its conipetitor, and therefore had a little 
better grip on the track. It pulled the 
steam locomotive up and down the road 
with apparent ease. This fact, among 
others, was clearly demonstrated, that 
when weighted equally with a steam loco- 
motive, the electric motor wiil start a 
héavier load from a stationary position. 
The pull is constant during the whole rev- 
olution of a driving wheel in the one case. 


While in the other the angle which the 


crank makes with the line of draft causes 
a variation in the effective power. The 
whistle of the electric engine will be oper- 
ated by compressed eir, afforded by an 
aif pump, which will also serve the air- 
brakes. There will be a Janney coupler 
at each end. The electric current is to be 
supplied from a power station and taken 
tmto the motor by an overhead trolley. In 
February or March this motor will be at 
work and its operation will be a matter

OF THE FIRST Wa-

Arrival of the Special Officer from 

Washington to Arrange a Set- 

tlement—Opposed to the 
Pendleton Bill. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Jan. 24.—(Special | 
Correspondence.) When the First National 
Bank of this city closed its doors, soon 
after. the November election, 
Wightman was placed in charge of its af- 
fairs, the peculiarity of the case awakened 
general interest, as the bank was perfectly 
solvent and internal dissensions among 
the diréctors seemed the only cause for 
closing. Word was sent to the Comp- 
troller at Washington, and after considera- 
ble correspondence Special Officer A. D. 
Lynch was sent from Washington with full 
power to make any arrangements he saw 
fit for settling the affairs of the bank. Mr. 
Lynch was due here Sunday, but the 
three-days’ detention at Flagstaff, Ariz., of 
all overland trains last week, detained him 
till Wednesday evening. On his arrival at 
6:30 he dispatched a hasty dinner and re- 
paired to the bank, and by midnight had 
mate a full investigation of its affairs, 
as everything had been tabulated and 
made ready for him. Some time since 
offers were made by the Farmers’ Ex- 
change Bank and the San Bernardino Na- 
tional to take the assets of the closed bank 
clear up its business, paying all de- 
posttors, and this morning Mr. Lynch was 
in close consultation with the officials of 
both banks, and will be able in a day or 
two to complete his labors and put the 
closed bank in such shape that its depos- 
itors and the stockholders will both be 
protected, and the affairs wound up in a 
satisfactory manner. 
still in charge, and will remain so until 
the assets are turned over to the bank 
to which is assigned the task of settling 
up affairs or till a receiver is appointed, 
if that course is decided upon. 

THEY STILL PROTEST. 

A petition was circulated in this city 
last evening, and was quite influentially 
sighed, protesting against the Pendleton 
bill in the Legislature, which proposes to 
do away with agricultural district fairs, 
and hold one State fair annually in Los 
Angeles for Southern California.

TABLETS.

John Sexton did not find Los Angeles 
just what he thought or desired, and so he, 
y , tried to commit suicide. It was 
a bona. fide attempt, and for a short time 
he had over ten grains of morphine hidden 
away in his. interior, but necessity knows 


applied he had to yield up most: of the 
morphine, as well as other trifies of less 
consequence. '

tucky, but he arrived.in the city quite re- 
cently from Boise City, Idaho, and went 
to room at No. 128 West Fifth street. For

"Yesterday afternoon, about 3 o’clock, he 
was found in a comatose condition and con- 
fessed he had taken eighty-five morphine 
tablets. Dr. J. P. Frizelle was summoned, 
and, after applying the stomach pump, 
gave hypodermic injections of atrophine, 
and, as the patient showed signs of recov- 
ery, dosed him with strong coffee, while he 
was kept on the steady march up and down 
the room. Dr. Frizelle labored for about 
two hours before there was any indication 
of recovery, but by 7 o’clock he had re- 


extent to be up and about. 

A curious feature in connection with the 
case is the fact that-Sexton purchased a 
bottle of sulphate of ‘morphine, which con- 
tained 100 tablets. The bottle was found 
empty, but he confessed to having swal- 
lowed only eighty-five. The bottle bore 
the name of no chemist, so no clew could 
be gained as to where it was purchased. 
In the room, however, a three-ounce bot- 
tle of chloroform and a partially filled box 
of morphine tablets were found, which bore 
the name of the California Pharmacy. It 
appears that these latter were sold upon 
Sexton signing for them, but the bottle 
which he utilized with such unpleasant 
consequences to himself was 
elsewhere.
